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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 3-19 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Should appUcant successfully traverse the rejection of record pertaining to the addition of 
new matter, it is noted that newly presented claim language of independent claims 1,11, and 
17 would only be enabled for the illustrated example of Figure 2. For exan:q)le, the claim 
sets forth that the system selects and tunes the channel (ex. "42") by adding the base channel 
(ex. "000") and the channel corresponding to the definable channel indicator (ex. "42"). 
Looking at Figure 3, the claim would require the tunmg of the channel (ex. "342") is 
accomplished by adding the base channel (ex. "300") to the channel corresponding to the 
definable channel indicator (ex. "342"). As such the tuning of channel "342" would 
seemingly be performed by tuning to channel "642". Assuming that this was not the 
applicant's intention, the examiner would suggest rewriting the hmitation of claim 1 and 
similarly claims 1 1 and 17 to recite "a channel selector which selects and tunes the channel 
by adding the base channel and the definable channel indicator [the channel] corresponding 
to the channel at the position of the cursor on the matrix" in order to logically cover the 
aforementioned illustrated scenarios. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such Ml, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
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pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 3-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to con^ly 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Claims 1, 11, 16, and 17 comprise similarly amendments reciting the limitation that "a 
channel selector. . . selects an d tunes the channel by adding the base channel and the channel 
corresponding to the definable channel indicator . . . As set forth in appUcant's arguments 
support is found in Figure 3, wherein the selection of channel indicator "99" when the 
displayed base channel is "300" results in the selection of channel "399" (lA: Page 9, Lines 
18-21). However, the specification as originally filled is silent with respect to particular 
behind-the-scenes tuning process such that it is actually being performed by particularly 
adding certain values to other values in order to determine the selected channel for tuning as 
opposed to some other process by which a displayed graphical element to mapped 
corresponding channel for the purposes of tuning. For example, displayed channel numbers 
are known in the art to be channel mapped to other physical channel numbers and are tuned 
without an "adding" process when selected. Accordingly, it is the examiner's understanding 
that the particularly claimed process involving the adding of certain values to other values is 
not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

■ The Wugofski (US Pat No. 6,003,-041) reference provides evidence that it is known 
in the art for the displayed channel not to be the actual channel tuned through the 
particular usage of channel mapping of logical channels to physical channels.
